SUBJECT: PROPOSED VISIT TO US OF STAFF AND FACULTY 
TEAM FROM NASSER ACADEMY OF HIGHER LEARNING 

REF: USDAO CAIRO 250945Z JUNE 75 

1. AS YOU WILL NOTE FROM REFTEL, WE HAVE HAD A 
REQUEST FROM THE DIRECTOR OF THE NASSER ACADEMY 
OF HIGHER LEARNING, WHICH IS THE EGYPTIAN 
EQUIVALENT TO OUR NATIONAL WAR COLLEGE, THAT APPROVAL 
BE GIVEN FOR A GROUP OF NINE STAFF AND FACULTY 
MEMBERS OF THE ACADEMY TO VISIT COUNTERPART 
SENIOR MET JT ARY SCHOOLS IN THE US IN JULY OR AUGUST 
OF THIS YEAR. ALL OF THE TEAM WOULD BE GENERAL OR 
FLAG RANK OFFICERS. THE ACADEMY HAS RECETNLY GOTTEN 
RID OF ALL OF ITS SOVIET INSTRUCTORS AND ITS COMMANDANT 
IS ANXIOUS TO BROADEN THE SCHOOLS'S CONTACTS AND 
LEARN NEW TECHNIQUES. HE BELIEVES THAT EXPOSURE 
TO THE NWC, ICAF AND SOME OF THE SENIOR SERVICE 
WAR COLLEGES WOULD BE BENEFICIAL IN ASSISTING THE 
ACADEMY TO RESTRUCTURE ITS CURRICULUM. 

2. 1 BELIEVE SUCH A VISIT SHOULD BE ENCOURAGED. 

AS YOU KNOW, GOE - AND SPECIFICALLY THE NASSER 
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OUR ANNUAL NWC AND ICAF VISITING GROUPS. DURING 
NWC COMMANDANT ADMIRAL BAYNES’ VISIT OF LAST 
YEAR, HE OFFERED TO BE OF ALL APPROPRIATE ASSISTANCE 
TO THE NASSER ACADEMY IN ITS CURRICULUM FORMULATION. 
SUCH A VISIT, THEREFORE, WOULD ALLOW US TO 
RECEPROCATE SOME OF THE HOSPITALITY OUR GROUPS 
HAVE BEEN GIVEN AND WHICH WE HOPE WILL CONTINUE 
TO BE GIVEN. 

3. APART FOR THE RECIPROCITY ASPECT, I AM INTRIGUED 
WITH THE IDEA THAT SOME OF THESE EGYPTIAN AND FLAG 
RANK OFFICERS ARE AGAIN INTERESTED IN HAVING ASSOCIA- 
TION WITH THE US. AS I HAVE OFTEN POINTED OUT TO 
CONGRESSIONAL VISITORS, A GENERATION OF EGYPTIAN 
GENERAL AND FLAG RANK OFFICERS HAS GROWN UP 
WITHOUT ANY EXPOSURE WHATSOEVER TO US MILITARY 
SCHOOLS OR COUNTERPARTS. TODAY ONLY THE 

OLER GENERAL AND FLAG RANK OFFICERS, ON THE 
VERGE OF RETIREMENT, HAVE HAD THAT EXPERIENCE. 

IT IS IN OUR INTEREST TO REDRESS THIS SITUATION 
AND THE PROPOSED VISIT IS A STEP IN THAT DIRECTION. 

IT FITS, MOREOVER. INTO THE CONCEPT OF TRAINING 
ASSISTANCE, WHICH WE HAVE AGREED IN PARICIPLE TO 
GIVE TO THE EGYPTIAN MILITARY. 

4. ALTHOUGH THE ACTION IS WITH DOD, THE SUBIECT 
IS ONE ON WHICH STATE APPROVAL WILL DOUBTLESS 
HAVE TO BE SOUGHT. FOR THE REASONS GIVEN ABOVE 
I URGE THAT APPROVAL BE GIVEN. WE COULD, IF 

WE WISH, ASK THE TEAM TO WEAR CIVILIAN ATTIRE 
WHILE IN THE UNITED STATES. THIS WOULD 
BE CONSISTENT WITH THE PRACTICE FOLLOWED BY OUR 
VISITING NWC AND ICAF GROUPS. 
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
